Incident Of War 


In 1944, Italian postal service 
was practically nil. The postal 
organization was intact but all 
transportation had stopped. The 
Allies had learned how to strafe 
well and, naturally railroads were 
the first to be put out of commis- 
sion. As one of the results, 
private firms had organized a serv- 
ice of their own on motorcycles, 


from Italy to Germany. 

The stamps are not important, 
but the markings are. If you read 
German, you find that the head- 
quarters was at Adria in the Rovigo 
province. This makes us suspect 
that for transportation,-they used 
a water route; probably one or 
more of the many rivers that dot 
Northern Italy. In fact, it seems 
that Adria was so important as a 
water transportation route, that the 
nearby sea was named Adriatic. 
No one is sure of this, but it 
seems probable when one thinks 
that the ancient people who inhab- 
ited that part of Italy called today’s 
Adriatic, the Upper Ionic Sea. Two 
known covers might have been sent

Canada Ministers 
First Day Covers 


On Tuesday, November 8, two 
newly designed postage stamps 
will be available for purchase by 
the public in post offices through- 
out Canada. (See Linn’s October 
10, page one). Thé two stamps 
will he additions to the series 
commenced several years ago is- 
sued to commemorate former 
Prime Ministers of Canada. A 4c 
stamp in purple will portray the 
Rt. Hon. Richard Bedford Ben- 
nett, and 5c blue, the Hon. Sir 
Charles Tupper. 

These two postage stamps are 
being issued to commemorate the 
contribution made by these out- 
standing men to the development 
of Canada. The stamps will be 
small size and will be distributed 
in panes of 100 stamps each. 

Orders for these stamps in se- 
lected mint condition may now 
be sent to the Philatelic Section, 
Financial Branch, Post Office De- 
partment, Ottawa 4, Ontario. The 
orders will be filled and returned 
at the earliest possible date. 

Orders for new issue postage 
stamps only will be given pref- 
erence Over mixed orders for 
both the new issue stamps and 
other issues. 

These are of the commemora- 
tive type and will not be reor- 
dered when the original supply 
is exhausted, and will not be 
overprinted with the letter “G” 
to indicate their use by Federal 
Government Departments. 


All patrons who desire to have 
first day covers serviced by the 
Post Office Department and spe- 
cially cancelled on the date of 
issue, are required to forward 
self-addressed envelopes to the 
Postmaster, Ottawa 2, Ontario, 
not to the Philatelic Section, to 
arrive not later than November 7. 
All must contain “fillers” and 
must be sealed or have the flap 
turned in. To avoid errors mark 
the envelope in the upper right 
hand corner, the quantities of 
stamps to be affixed. Do not fold 
when forwarding them through 
the mails. Enclose all covers in 
an outside cover marked “First 
Day of Issue”. 


All covers will be returned by 
ordinary mail unless it is specifi- 
cally requested that they be re- 
turned by registered mail. Covers 
will not be returned in bulk un- 
der outside cover. Orders for first 
day cover service must not in- 
clude orders for mint or unused 
stamps. Remarks or inquiries not 
related directly to the order for 
first day covers should be writ- 
ten on a separate piece of paper. 
In addition to the cost of post- 
age required to be affixed at or- 
dinary, airmail, or registered mail 
rates, collectors must include in 
their remittance sufficient money 
to pay the Department’s service 
fee amounting to 5c each cover. 

The present rate on first class 
mail for delivery in North and 
South America, the British Com- 
monwealth, France and Spain is 
5c. The first class mail rate for

Talking About Postal History 


Almost everyting that is written today about Postal History seems 
bo be with the idea that the only part of postal history that is of interest 
is the early history of the post office and postal service. 

There are a lot of collectors of today who have enough of the in-

centive in them to become students and to 
search out facts and figures yet they may 
hesitate to go into the Postal History field 
for fear of the great cost that will be in- 
volved in order to make a really worth while 
showing. 

To this group of collectors we want to 
point out that there are a large number of 
subjects connected with our postal service, 
both past and present that .are splendid 
fields for study and development. 

For example, a thorough collectjon of the 
Special Delivery stamps including used and 
unused, singles both on and off cover as well 
as mint blocks, plate blocks ete. This is a 
very limited field, not too many are buying 
these things at all and a thorough collection 
of them would be a ~very attractive and 
interesting field. 

The Registered Mail Service could also 
‘ be tackled and would lead one back to the 
GEORGE W. LINN beginning of this service when covers would 
be needed, also the various small printed 

labels that were at one time used on our registered mail. 

The above two fields would need a lot of hunting and would involve 
in the latter case quite an expense to acquire early registered cov@rs. 

Why not start today with the new Certified Mail stamps? This is a 
new service, something never before used and the man who will start 
mow to develop a collection confined to it alone will find himself in a 
few years with an outstanding collection that perhaps could not be 
duplicated at a later date. 

Trouble with all such collections is that the material comes so 
infrequently and is acquired so slowly that no one except a patient and 
thorough student can hope to succeed, 

One of the finest things to try to make a specialized collection of is 
the thing that few others are after. This keeps the cost down and when 
you have finally accomplished what you started out to do you are going 
to have a collection that will attract attention anywhere. 

How about our recent Postal Note Stamps? Here is a series of 18 
quite ‘uninteresting in appearance yet with a challenge to any collector 
that may never be realized. ; 

Each of these stamps was issued from two different plates. We 
have a great following of plate number collectors. How many, if any 
of them who gather plate numbers will ever succeed in obtaining plate 
blocks of these stamps. It is very doubtful if when used, that any of 
them were ever used in blocks of four, thus plate blocks of four are we 
might say, non-existent. That therefore makes single copies with plate 
numbers just about as desirable as are blocks of féur with plate num- 
bers, but how many collectors have ever seen a single copy with a 
plate number. It is true that some were used on the Postal Notes, 
but very few, for the inclination of most postmasters in attaching the 
stamps would be to remove the plate number margin. However this 
was not true in all cases as out of a very large accumulation of these 
stamps on the original stubs some plate numbers are apt to be found 
and I have found two or three of them myself. 

At lot more of these stamps might have been saved for collectors 
had they known of the regulations of the Department as concerned the 
disposal of the stub which bore the stamps. 


One of the eastern terminals which processes mail for the 
area surrounding New York City and its suburban sections, 
including New Jersey, has been doing an extremely poor job. 
Readers complain of getting their copies of Linn’s very late, or 
not at all. We suggest that you write letters of protest to the 
Post Office Department, Domestic Mails, Washington 25, D. C. 
if this mail failure has affected you. 












The instructions to postmasters were that they be retained for a 
period of six months after which they were to be disposed. Disposed 
means get rid of them, burn them, sell to a junk paper dealer, throw 
them out the back door or put them in the city dump. In some in- 
stances collectors learned of this fact and by inquiry at their local 

st offices were able to obtain large quantities of these stubs merely 
by carrying them away or perhaps in some cases by buying them as 
scrap paper. 

During the latter part of their period of use the above facts became 
known to the writer and I did acquire several old envelope boxes full 
of these stubs with the stamps attached. 

I regret that I washed most of these before I got the idea of trying 
to make a collection of the stubs showing a stub receipt with stamps 
attached for every amount from 1 cent to Ten Dollars, one thousand 
different in all. 

I then mounted these stubs ten to a page and tried to develop such 
a collection, for in later years it would be a very interesting part of 
Postal History. & ‘ 

At the present time I have a collection starting with a 10c stub as 
the lowest in value_and running through to the $10 stub, the highest in 
value. This collection contains in all 786 different stub values and thus 
lacks 214 pieces of being complete. It would be a very difficult thing 
to complete this collection as it is quite doubtful if there are many more 
of these stubs that are laying around that have not. been washed. There 


is still a possibility that there may be quantities held in some Post 
Offices thréughout the country. Only inquiries at the offices will turn 
them up. ; 


There were a number of interesting. things noted in making this 
collection. For instance, stubs were lost and in such cases postmasters 
made duplicate stubs from scraps of manila tag board or other paper. 
It was quite unusual to find a pair of stamps of the same value on a 
stub, such stubs were quite scarce although did turn up at times, per- 
haps due to a shortage or an over supply of some values of the stamps. 

Plate numbers were almost never seen on these stubs and for this 
reason we would believe that a complete collection of the plate num- 
bers will never be seen unless someone was fortunate enough to acquire 
them when these stamps were placed on sale following the discontinu- 
ance of the Postal Notes. 

There are a lot of things in our modern postal service that will in 
later years be a real part of the Postal History of our country and the 
time to build a collection of such items is now It is real fun and gives

Italy In Spain 
Civil War Mail 


The mail or communieations 
arising from wars have always 
had a certain fascination. Stu- 
dents and collectors of war mails 
have had, in most cases, the col- 
laboration of the postal authori- 
ties; after the wars, of course. 

Not so with the Italian postal 
authorities. In spite of the splen- 
did military postal organization 
which began in World War I, very 
little information has been given 
out officially. 

Knowing collectors, you have 
guessed that this was no deterrent 
in ferreting out the whole plan. 
This special Post 500 refers to the 
Spanish Civil War and to the Ital- 
ian participation in that fight on 
the side of Franco. The fable 
that these units were all vol- 
unteers is shattered to the four 
winds by documents. There was 
an Italian fleet standing by in 
Spanish waters. Was this vol- 
unteer, too? But let us accept the 
official name. After all, we are 
interested in mail, not politics. 

The postal plan for Spain ealled 
for twelve offices, five exchange 
posts, three mobile units and a 
general P. O. which would be 
called “Direzione Poste — Inten- 
denza C. V. T.” All these offices 
were in Spanish territory. A. Col- 
onel Cat was the master- 
mind of this service and his great 
boast was that mail would follow 
the soldier everywhere, even to 
the front lines. 

In Italy a special post office 
was established at Genoa, known 
as the Concentramento Posta Mil- 
itare, but this was for parcel pasts 
only. Fhere was another office 
for ordinary mail, in Naples; and 
all airmail was routed to Rome 
and from there to Spain. The can- 
celler was of the ordinary type 
(known as Guller) with change- 
able date, ete. All other postal 
services such as Money Orders, 
Savings, etc. had a linear cancel. 
At the very beginning the sol- 
diers used Italian stamps, some- 
times Spanish stamps and, of 
course, there was some mixed 
franking, all tolerated by the Post 
Office until they issued Military 
cards that would enjoy free frank- 





propaganda eards printed in Spain 
and Italy. Here pandemonium 
broke loose: the Italian Fascisis 
had one set of ideas, the Spaniards 
had another, 

A final word could be said 
about: Mussolini. This man was 
not sentimental about Spain or 
the Spanish Fascist movement. 
Far from it; he was merely buy- 
ing future imsurance. In case of 
an attack on Italy, Spain would 
reciprocate the favor. Pre- 
miums were paid with the blood 
of Italian soldiers, but the policy 
never paid off. During World War 
II, Italy sent a commission of 
military men to Spain asking for 
help. Franco was polite, but that’s 
all. The mission had a special 
cancel for use on their mail.

The normal or “B” 
centering standard is the one 
that the prices are quoted on.

Of course 
they strive for the better “A” 
condition stamps when possible. 

Giving the matter of condition 
a little thought one comes to the 
conclusion that there must be a 
lot of “B” condition stamps in 
every lot. Well this will fool you 
and if you are culling your stock 
of duplicates you will be keeping 
more and more of the very thin 
margin stamps or those that 
touch or cut or else you will 
be throwing away more than you 
save. 

Get an old catalog (BUREAU) 
and try a lot, checking against 
the illustrations. Try a hundred 
and keep a check. Anyway I 
have revised my standards a 
great deal after checking my 
stock for a few want lists. The 
catalog prices considering the 
condition angle are not very far 
off at that.

corner of a warehouse a package 
will lay for years with the stamps 
right on it. Maybe it’s ight next 
to a window where the sun can 
shine through.

The 
old 6c 1917 used to turn brown 
sometimes under these condi- 
tions, and the ink of a 20c of the 
same issue almost dissapear. 

One stamp I thought would 
hold its color was the 12c of ‘the 
1922 issue, but it just gets lighter 
without much -ncouragement. 
Even the later ones of that 12c 
value will lighten up if exposed 
to light. I have heard of methods 
used to restore the color but have 
never seen it successfully work- 
ed. Have you?

An Illinois reader has sent me a 
gripe in which he is quite justified. 
How common the practice is about 
which he complains I do not know, 
but I would say that it is near the 
height of childish stupidity. 

He received a package from a 
dealer containing stamps which he 
had purchased. Nice commems 
were used for the postage. On 
soaking these off it was discovered 
that they had been slashed through 
each of the four corners with a 
razor blade making them absolute- 
‘ly worthless. 

Now it’s quite possible that some- 
one other than the dealer did the 
slitting, but not probable. I sup- 
pose the thinking in back of this 
malicious destruction is that with 
every stamp destroyed the remain- 
ing ones become that more valu- 
able. 

If the dealer received the stamps 
in payment in the slit condition he 
should never have used them to 
frank his philatelic mail, Surely 
the good will from appropriate 
franking is many times worth the 
value of the used commem. 

My only suggestion would be that 
if I had reason to believe that the

It is good to see that the Post 
Officeé®Department is giving an 
early announcement to the release 
of the 7c Woodrow Wilson of the 
Liberty Series. To come on Janu- 
ary 10, there should be no reason 
why anyone would miss out on a 
first day cover. 

Better get your arrangements 
made ahead for this item. Once 
we get into the Thanksgiving- 
Christmas-New Years cycle of holi- 
days a lot of things get forgotten 
or pushed aside. 

The other five denominations of 
the Liberties can be expected in 
1956 as well. What the commems 
will be is anyone’s guess although 
we know for sure that there will be 
a stamp, souvenir sheet, stamped 
envelope and postal card all com- 
memorating the Fifth International 
Philatelic Exhibition at New York 
City next April 28 to May 6. 


I suppose there are many of the 
older folks among the readers who 
remember Woodrow Wilson, com- 
ing on the 7c regular, and his times 
quite well. Of course the people of 
the forty and less group won’t, 
unless they have made a special 
study of our 28th president. 
Wilson was born at Staunton, Va. 
on December 28, 1856, the son of a 
minister, Joseph R. Wilson, and a 
mother of Scotch-Irish blood. 

He was well educated. He spent 
one year at Davidson College in 
North Carolina; graduated “from 
Princeton in 1879; graduated from 
aw in 1881 from the University of 
Virginia; practiced in Atlanta, Ga. 
for approximately a year; then en- 
tered the newly-established John 
Hopkins University for post gradu- 
ate courses in political science. . 
He won his Ph.D. at the last 
named school with his thesis enti- 
tled, ‘Congressional Government”’. 
It developed the executive and 
legislative functions of the govern- 
ment unrelated to the theory of the 
Constitution. It was given authora- 
tative standing. Later as presi- 
dent, he brought some of his own 
propositions into being. 

At Bryn Mawr College he was 
associate professor of history and 
economy (1885-88) serving as lec- 
turer at John Hopkins at the same 
time for one year. From 1888 to 
1890 he was professor of history 
and political economy at Wesleyan 
Universi4y, Middletown, Conn. 
There he completed ‘The State’ 
which was an analysis of various 
forms of government. 

Wilson was called to Princeton 
in 1890 where he was initially pro- 


economy. In 1902, on the resigna- 
tion of the president, Wilson was

elected to the office, the first lay- 
man ever to hold the post. 

Several proposed reforms met 
with stout opposition from Prince- 
ton alumni and this friction plus 
other misunderstandings caused 
him to relinquish the presidentcy 
in 1910 to accept the Democratic 
nomination for governor of New 
Jersey. 

He.won handily in a staté which 
had been Republican for the pre- 
vious 16 years, serving 1910 to 1913. 

Came then some brushes with his 
legislature and members of both 
his own and opposition parties. His 
victories in these instances caused 
him to gain national stature and in 
the Democratic convention of 1912 
he won the nomination on the 46th 
ballot, 

He met much success in his spon- 
sored domestic legislation, but his 
foreign policies to some extent 
were subject toa scathing adverse 
criticism. The Mexican trouble 
was one of the problems facing him 
as he took office his first term, 
and World War I and its post war 
difficulties, burdens of his second. 

Wilson’s first wife, Ellen Louise 
Axson died at the White House in 
1914. The next year he married 
Mrs. Norman Galt. 

His stature in literature was 
recognized by election to the Aca- 
demy of Arts and Letters, and be- 
fore his election to the presidency, 
to the American Philosphical So- 
ciety. . 

His death occurred in 1924. Many 
of his friends claim that his demise 
was hastened by his failure to get 
a tolerant attitude among the nego- 
tiators at the peace conference fol- 
lowing the war, and his failure to 
have this country become a part 
of the League of Nations. The lat- 
ter was one of his dreams which 
lasted without the United States 
for a number of years, and then 
died. The present United Nations 
is somewhat a rebirth of this 
dream,

Prominent Minneapolis

Edward Oleson, 72, prominent 
stamp collector of Minneapolis died 
Tuesday October 12 from a kidney 
ailment. He was considered the 
dean of philatelists of the area.

The 
organization devotes its energies 
mainly to the discouraging and con- 
victing of international crooks. In- 
terpol headquarters, located in 
Paris, are a tremendous storehouse 
of information on the world’s 
criminals, all data having been sup- 
plied by the police forces of the 
fifty nations which give financial 
support to Interpol. 

Thus, a crook who thinks he is 
furtively leaving London or Paris 
is quite apt to find himself getting 
off a plane into the arms of Italian 
or Belgian police who have been 
alerted by Interpol. Illicit drug 
traffic, jewel smuggling, illegal 
transfers of money — all of these 
and many more are being continu- 
ally warred against. 

A Hungarian refugee who mur- 
dered his child in Lancashire (Eng- 
land) was traced by Interpol 
through France to Germany and 
= back to trial in Manches- 
r. 


The United States is no longer an 
official member of Interpol, having 
withdrawn on December 31, 1950. 
The U. S. Treasury Department 
still maintains its contacts and 
connections with the organization 
in a rather tenuous but apparently 
satisfactory manner. 

It has been said by some that it 
was not exactly fitting to issue 
stamps calling the attention of the 
world to a police organization that 
nearly always is thought of as ‘‘sec- 
ret”. But this is another of the 
many reasons why Italian stamps 
are of continual interest. Perhaps 
no other country would ever have 
called attention to Interpol. 

And would any other country 
have had the imagination to give 
us stamps showing the Archangel 
Michael? The Book of Daniel says 
that Michael ‘‘came to help’’—and 
many times Michael is described 
as the militant Archangel. The 
painting reproduced on the stamps 
is the work of Guido Reni (1575- 
1642), an Italian pupil of Durer. 
Reni’s works are to be found in 
many Italian Cathedrals and 
churches,

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AMG Authorizes 
The Naples Issue 


As the Allied invasion progressed 
towards Naples, the Allied Military 
Government declared ail Italian 
stamps invalid and seized existing 
stocks. When the civilian authori- 
ties petitioned for the restoration of 
postal services, AMG agreed to 
make three stamps available for 
use on post-cards only (to facilitate 
the work of the. military censors). 





The Naples Overprint 


The post-card rate was 50 cen- 
tesimi and large stocks of the 15c 
and 30c post-cards were available. 
It was, therefore, decided to over- 
print the 20c, and 50c values of the 
seized stocks, (the first two to be 
used in conjunction with the stock 
of post-cards, which were never 
overprinted). Later, of course, all 
three values were used on letters. 

The three stamps were over- 
printed “‘Geverno Militare Alleato”’ 
in three lines, the work being done 
by Richter & Company of Naples, 
by offset lithography. The finished 
product was placed on sale Decem- 
ber 10, 1944 and remained in circu- 
lation until August 6f 1945. Three 
different plates were used for the 
overprinting identical in detail of 
type, but differing minutely in 
over-all dimensions. 

The 20c and 5S0c values were 
printed in half-sheets (that is, two 
panes of 100)—the panes being fold- 
ed before printing. The 35c was 
overprinted in single panes of 100. 

The shade varieties of the over- 
print are due to carelessness in 
mixing different batches of ink, or,

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as in the so-called slate-blue over- 
print on the 20c, to light inking. 
The black overprint on the 20c and 
the double overprints of the 35c 
and 50c are believed to be printer’s 
waste, surreptuously removed from 
the printing office. 

Two constant varieties exist. 
Stamp No. 61 in each pane has a 
pie-shaped nick in the lower right 
portion of the “O”’ of ‘‘Alleato’’. 
Stamp No. 70 shows the first ‘‘l’’ 
of ‘‘AHeato”’ broken near the base. 

Forgeries of the overprint exist. 
The most common of these shows 
an impression of the overprint on 
the back of the stamp. Actually, 
such a variety cannot be genuine, 
for the overprint was applied by 
offset lithography. In this process, 
a zine plate of the overprint is 
inked and the ink transferred to a 
rubber blanket and thence to the 
stamps. By this process, it is im- 
possible to obtain an impression 
on the back of the stamp. 

There should be uniformity in all 
overprints; any variation can be 
noticed, particularly in the ‘‘O’s’’. 
Further, the first and final letters 
of the overprint should be in align- 
ment on the genuine stamps, 

Forgeries also exist of the mis- 
placed overprint. To check the 
authenticity of a vertical misplaced 
pair, measure the distance between 
the overprints on a genuine vertical 
pair of the ordinary stamps. The 
distance between the two parts of 
the misplaced overprints should 
correspond.

Union Covenant 
Commem Design 


As already announced in. the 
October 17 edition, page one, a 
special 2d postage stamp will be 
issued on December 1, to com- 
memorate the Union of South 
Africa’s Covenant. Celebrations 
which will be held in Pietermar- 
itzburg. The size of the stamp will 
be 30.2 by 24.2 mm. 


The design embodies a portrait 
of Andries Pretorius, the hero of 
Blood River, and an outline of 
the Church of the Vow, with the 
flag of. the Republic of Natalia 
in the background. 

The Church of the Vow is now 
used aS a museum and is being 
extended to provide accommoda- 
tion for the display of valuable 
items relative to the history of 
the Voortrekkers. The main 
points of the celebrations are the 
Vow which was made before the 
battle of Blood River and the 
Church which was built in fulfil- 
ment of the Vow. Hence 
theme of the celebrations is “The 
Reaffirmation of the Vow”. 


Identity Stamps 
Issued By Italy 


The stamp illustrated here has 
been classified, for some strange 
reason, aS a revenue. Forbin, Lu- 
cente and many foreign catalogs 
consider it as such. Of course, it 
is not so; it is a service stamp 
and not more, 

The confusion is due _ to its 
watermark. It has a_ shield 
watermark used only for large 
revenues. Postage stamps had the 
crown watermark, but they were 
small and unsuited for this large 
item. 





With Law No. 1442, of August 
23, 1872, it was decreed that the 
postal. authorities issue booklets 
for the proper identification - of 
persons dealing with the: post of- 


fice, especially those who had to 
sign for a registered letter or an 
insured oné, cash, money orders, 
or anything else of value. 

In the small towns, everybody 
knew everybody else, therefore it 
was. in the big towns that most 
of the. booklets were used. Each 
booklet had ten sheets and every 
time the owner would have any 
business with the: Post Office he 
would surrender- one, properly 
signed and stamped. Used ones 
are scarce because the Post Of- 
fice retained these stamped sheets 
as receipts, The special canceller, 
oval and dated, was used only for 
these sheets. 

These stamps were issued by 
virtue of Royal Decree 1572, dated 
September 9, 1872. Stamps were 
placed on sale. January 1, 1873. 
They measure 29% x 24% mm 
and bore the marginal (or plate) 
number 86. They are commonly 
reported as perforated 14, but the 
correct figure is 15, 

The stamps were engraved by 
M. Bigola. They ceased to be valid 
on August 1, 1889 by virtue of 
re Decree 6152, dated June 20, 

The remaining stock of this 
issue has been on sale at the Ital- 
ian philatelic office for a long 
time. Used copies are good prop- 
erty and the sheet or booklet is 
decidedly a rarity. 


Italy Is Again 
Beyond The Sea 


Up to 1940 Italy had been showing 
annually, in an exhibition in Naples, 
what she had accomplished in her 
colonies. This was called “La 
Mostra d’Oltremare’’—and general- 
ly a set of stamps would be issued 
for the occasion, 

War came with all its fury and 
Kaly lost not only her colonies and 
islands, but the very building that 
used to house these annual exhibi- 
tions. What to do now?? Abandon 
the idea and remain silent, indicat- 
ing that what was very much alive 
is dead and for all eternity? Not 
at all. The sweat, blood and tears 
that she lavished on those lands is 
only a small particle of the vast 
amount of work the Italians have 
done all over the globe. 

In 1952 Italy renewed La Mostra 





D’Oltremare; it enlarged its scope. 


to contain what the Italians had 
done all over the earth. And for 
good measure they restored the 
old building, making it better look- 
ing than ever. New stamps were 
issued, the inscriptions changed a 
bit to fit the new concept, but the 
‘‘beyond the sea’’ idea was thére 
stronger than ever, 

For those who are out and out 
collectors of anything that comes 
out of Italy, this was a great 
triumph. The new stamps were 
placed next to the old ones; one 
again reviewed .the posters and 
cards; again one saw the foot of 
Caesar now in blue now in green. .

(Scott Nos.) are reliably reported 
to be on the way up: 

Fiji—B1, 2, the original Health is- 
sue of 1951. 

Montserrat—97, the 1943 printing 
perforated 14 in deep brown, Gib- 
bons No. 106AB 

Tonga—75, the 2d of 1949, a new 
die of the original 1938 issue, not 
mentioned by Scott, listed by Gib- 
bons as 76a. The foot of the “2” is 
longer and extends toward the right 
beyond the curve of the loop; the 
letters of ‘““PENI-E-UA”’ are taller 
and differently shaped. 

Hong King—174, the 30c Peace 
stamp, but in the light ultramarine 
shade, ‘‘Commonwealth’’ No. S10a. 

Cyrenaica—#65-77 and J1-7 are 
listed in Scott’s Volume II amidst 
the stamps issued while this area 
was an Italian possession. Since 
both items were issued by a Brit- 
ish administration, it seems that 
they ought to be listed under Brit- 
ish Offices Abroad following Great 
Britain proper, together with simi-

cupation of Eritrea, Italian Somali- 
land and Tripolitania. 

Scott’s quotation on 65-77 at 
$7.70 rather accurately reflects the 
market value of this set, which 
shows a Senussi warrier, called a 
‘Mujahid’, on horseback. The 
exact opposite is true of Scott’s 
quotation on the postage due set, 
#J1-7, which was issued on Janu- 
ary 16, 1950 and superseded by 
Libia 525-36 on December 24, 1951. 

We have no information as to the 
exact number issued, but it is like- 
ly that the bulk of the supply was 
used up for overprinting Libia 
J25-36, which, incidentally, have 
also become very scarce and are 
also very badly underpriced by 
Scott. However, this is a review 
of British Empire issues, so we'll 
stick to Cyrenaica J1-1. 

It is our guess that less than 3000 
unoverprinted sets exist, which 
makes Scott’s quotation of only 93c 
seem a little lopsided. Stanley 
Gibbons quotes the set at 12 Pounds 
which is $33.60! 


This issue, coming from a former 
Italian colony, is also greatly in 
demand amongst Italian collectors 
and we have been charged not 
less than 20,000 Liras by a reliable 
and well-informed Italian dealer. 
20,000 Liras is the equivalent of 
$32.00! If you manage to find a 
set, let a word to the wise be suf- 
ficient. 

If a similar blunder should occur 
in the Gibbons catalogue, any col- 
lector can drop in at 39t Strand, in 
London and if the set is in stock he 
can purchase it at the catalogue 
price. This is equally true of most 
other catalogues which are, in ef- 
fect, the price lists of large stamp 
dealing organizations. 

Unfortunately, Scott Publications 
does not sell stamps and anyone 
having the idea of going there and 
picking up Cyrenaica J1-7 for 93c 
will be out of luck. 

This brings up the question of 
how well the various catalogues 
cover British Empire stamps. The 
foremost catalogue in the field is 
the famed Stanley Gibbons, issued 
by that world-renowned firm, first 
issued in 1865 as a 16-page price-

list. The firm actually got its start 
in 1856 when the original Stanley 
Gibbons, then only 16 years old, 
started to deal in stamps as a side- 
line in his father’s drug store. 

Frequent reference to this first- 
rate catalogue will be made in our 
column. The other principal cata- 
logue used by British Empire spe- 
cialists is the ‘Commonwealth’, 
published in Liverpool. . However, 
this catalogue, while very thorough, 
covers only the reigns of King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth II, 
The “Commonwealth” stresses 
minor differences of shade and per- 
foration which Gibbons does not 
deem worthy of mention.

In this case the cause was most 
worthy. The Italian government 
found itself quite unable to cope 
with the problem of its war wound- 
ed at the end of World War I. These 
disabled veterans were quoted by 
Count Cippico as numbering over a 
million by the end of 1918. With 
this background, a crippled nation- 
economy and, from Versailles 
practically nothing, the National 
Federation of the Committees of 
Assistance undertook, in coopera- 
tion with the State, to assume in 
part the care of war invalids. 


How the Plan Functioned 


The basis of the Federation’s 
fund-raising program was the Buste 
Lettere Postali. The Government, 
by Royal Decree No. 1678 of Octo- 
ber 29, 1920, authorized the Federa- 
tion, for a nine-year period, to pur- 
chase current postal issues at a 
discount of five centesimi per 
stamp.

This print- 
ing firm, upon appointment, as- 
sumed the title of ‘‘Ufficio Emis- 
sione Buste Lettere Postali’’. At 
the same time, it was engaged in 
publishing a small newspaper, 
“Roma d’Oggi’’ and in doing a va- 
riety of general printing work. Its 
establishment was then located at 
Via Mario di Fiori 16, Rome. It 
prided itself on using Huber inks, 
and we must assume this to have 
been its chief qualification for the 
work in hand. 

The Consorti Company’s method 
of operation, however, left some- 
thing to be desired, and it is now 
known that the B.L.P. 15c slate and 
60c carmine were not released for 
public sale, but retained by Con- 
sorti & Co. for its own advertising 
use. It would appear also that the 
company developed a proprietary 
interest in the sale of the B.L.P. 
stamps and, as time went on, the 
distinction between. charitable and 
administrative funds in their hands 
became more and more vague. 

At one point, Consorti undertook 
to apply the B.L.P. overprint to the 
then-current commemorative sets 
of Dante, Victory and Mazzini. 
This overprint was not authorized 
by the Government and seems to 
have been limited to about 50 sets 
of each. The distribution was con- 
fined to a select circle of friends 
and ‘‘stamp lovers’’. 

The overprinting of the regular 
issues was carried out with the 
usual assortment of errors, inverts 
and double impressions. The let- 
ter-cards themselves provide varia- 
tions of every sort. It has been 











overprinted by the Federation, af- 
fixed to special letter-cards bear- 
ing advertising matter and re-sold 
to the public. 

The 5 centesimi discount was 
Passed on to the public as an. in- 
ducement to buy, and the proceeds 
of the sale of advertising space 
was earmarked for the care of the 
war invalids, 


The Advertising Program 


The advertising, being incidental 
to the collection of the covers, de- 
serves some further mention. As 
originally planned, letter cards of 
local affiliation were to be printed 
for the several regions of Italy and, 
if necessary, for each of the pro- 
vinces as well. (There were then 
16 regions and 69 provinces). Ad- 
vertising was. to be sold regionally 
and would appear on the appropri- 
ate letter-card. As it turned out, 
the plan did not progress to this 
point, and not all regions took ad- 
vantage of the plan. The regional 
inscriptions most usually seen are 
Roma (Lazio region), Piedmont, 
Lombardy, Sicily, Venetia-Giulia 
and, rarely, Tuscany. In reality,

The End of the Road 


Finally, the Government became 

alarmed at the cavalier treatment 
being accorded the B.L.P.’s by 
their printer and proceeded to 
place some of the work with the 
Poligrafo dello Stato and several 
private firms, notably Stabilmento 
L. Salome and Coop Luzzati, Rome, 
This resulted in special and na- 
tional printings of the letter-cards. 
Unforunately, this intervention had 
come too Kate, and public support, 
already on the wane, continued to 
fall off. The B.L.P.’s were with- 
drawn from sale during 1923, with- 
out any Royal Decree or any pub- 
lic announcement whatsoever, and 
became obsolete some six years be- 
fore the program and the contract 
with the National Federation of 
the Committees of Assistance was 
due to expire. 
In the final analysis, the charity 
fund received—nothing. The ever- 
present expenses of the Committee, 
plus the manipulations of Consorti, 
had precluded the possibility of 
anything being left for the worthy 
cause of war invalids. So ends the 
unfortunate-history of the Buste 
Lettere ‘Postali. 


Types of Overprint 


A discussion of the letter-cards 
and their variations is quite beyond 
the scope of our present notes. We 
will therefore confine our remarks 
to the stamps and their overprints: 
These overprints may be classi-

For ready reference, we have 
listed the eleven Italian postage 
stamps which bere authorized for 
overprint. There were other ‘“‘mi- 
nor’”’ varieties and some of these 
should perhaps be given equal sta- 
tus with some of those appearing 
in our table. The principal errors 
and varieties will be found in any 
of the specialized catalogs although 
differences of opinion may be en- 
countered even in these.

about 6 days, serving to frank 
registered letters and _ parcels 
(ordinary mail needed no 
stamps), but that they saw the 
bulk of their use in Polish Army 
offices in the near east rather 
than in Italy. The entire issue 
was then disavowed by the Poi- 
ish Government-in-exile in Lon- 
don. and withdrawn. 

A curious sequel exists to this 
curious story. May, 1954 was the 
tenth anniversary of the Battle 
of Monte Cassino, in which the 
Polish troops had played an he- 
roic part. The “Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile”. still with offices 
in London, but now a forgotten 
and powerless ghost decided to 
honor the event. 





Finding a supply of the orig- 
inal 45 gr. gray green stamp still 


on hand, an overprint was ap- 
plied in red — “Dziesieciolerie/ 
1944-1954” (10th Anniversary - 
1944-1954). 5000 copies were re- 
leased, as were 5000 copies of the 
2 zloty Anders with the same 
overprint, plus the additionai in- 
scription “Poctzta Lotnicza” 
(Airmail). 

The stamps were to be used 
for franking letters between the 
“ambassadors” of the Exiles and 
on ships which “adhered” - to 
them. Since the ambassadors are 
no longer recognized by any 


government, and since it is 
doubtful that any ships any 
longer “adhere” to the Exile 


group, the usage is most prob- 
lematical, although, by arrange- 
ment with the Italian Govern- 
ment, 545 cards bearing the 45gr. 
stamp were used in combination 
with an Italian stamp of proper 
franking value. 

The commemorative cancel 
supplied by Italy read “Decimo 
Anniversario della Battaglia di

With this stamp the printing 
process was changed to litho- 
graphy, a much quicker and less 
expensive method. Despite the 
consequent improvement in the 
speed of printing, it soon became 
obvious that stamps with embos- 
sed heads could not be produced 
quickly enough to meet the ever- 
increasing demand. 

By Royal Decree Number 1101 
of January 11, 1863 a fresh stamp 
was therefore authorized, and 
Sassone No. 12 was in use from 
February 12, 1863—being super- 
seded by Sassone No. 14 in May 
of the same year, although stocks 
of the earlier stamp were consid- 
erable and were sold until ex- 
hausted. Both were imperforate, 
and on unwatermarked -paper. 
The following enlargements show 
the difference between Sassone 
Nos. 12 and 13 quite clearly:

the elements of the lithographic 
printing process.

surface is then wetted, the inked 
design will repel the moisture 
and remain dry. If the stone is 
then inked from’ a roller, ink 
will be transferred to the design 
only, and not to the plain por- 
tions which will be wet. By 
pressing a sheet of paper against 
the stone in a press; the design 
will be transferrec to it. The pro- 
cess is then repeated for the next 
sheet, i.¢.: 

1. Damp stone. 

2. Ink with greasy ink from 
roller, 

3. Press sheet of paper on sur- 
face of stone in a lithographic 
press. 

4. Repeat. 

The printing stones for Sassone 
Nos. 12 and 13 were prepared in 
totally different ways, and for 
the purposes of this article we 
will consider the second stamp 
only. The method in which the 
original design was multiplied 
two hundred times to form the 
complete sheet as printed ‘seems 
to us today unnecessarily in- 
volved, but it must be remem- 
bered that M. Matraire, the print- 
er, was without modern preci- 
sion equipment. 

The original die was probably 
engraved in copper, and by a 
process very similar to the ordin- 
ary tracing paper method, 25 
individual and separate copies 
(known as transfers) were taken 
one by one and laid down on a 
oor to form a group of 5x5, 

us: 














when 4 copies of the group of Qs 
were transferred to the interme- 
diate stone of 100 reproductions. 

3. TERTIARY: those made 


100 weré placed side by side to 
form the printing plate. 

It is necessary to emphasize 
that all three types of flaws ap- 
pear on each stamp; i.e., when 
making the intermediate stone, 
all the primary flaws were trans- 
ferred to it, in addition to the 
new (secondary) ones being cre- 
ated; and in laying down the fi- 
nal printing stone. all the pri- 
mary and secondary flaws were 
passed on, in addition to making 
new (tertiary) ones. 

As has been said, of the 25 im- 
pressions on the matrix stone, 
the positions of 23 can be easily 
identified, and this proportion al- 
so roughly holds good for the 
intermediate stone. By examina- 
tion of the secondary flaws it is, 
in most cases, possible to déter- 
mine which group (of the four) 
a particular stone came from. | 

By examination of the pri- 
mary flaws it is likewise pos- 
sible to determine the position 
within that group, corresponding 
of course to its position on the 
matrix stone. The tertiary flaws, 
however, are not clearly so nu- 
merous. In actual fact many dif- 
ferent printing stones were made 
at various times as the old ones 
wore or were damaged—in all 
cases the original intermediate 
stone being employed as a basis. 

There are thus many different 
types of tertiary flaws, but the 
study of these is really outside 
the scope of this article. It is im- 
portant to realize that neither the 
matrix nor the intermediate 
stones werer used to print the 
actual stamps, they were merely 
steps in the production of the 
large stone from which the sheets 
of stamps were printed. — 

The flaws on the matrix stone 
(known as The Types) are as 
follows, and reference to any 
available pairs or blocks will en- 
able them to be easily checked: 

1. Small break in frame-line under 
second limb of 1st “A” in “ITALI- 
ANO”. 

2. Blue dot outside right lower 
margin in lower right corner. 

3. Minute white break extending 
through upper marginal and tablet 
lines over, but slightly to left of, 
“S$” of “POSTALE”. 

4. Prominent blue dot on left

(or copies) were then made from 
the group of 25, and laid down 
on another stone to form a group 
of 100, thus: 
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Even then the build-up wag not 
complete, and two further trans- 
fers of the complete group of 
100 placed side by side produced 
the final stone that was employ- 
ed to print the actual sheets of 
stamps. 
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Each of the transferring pro- 
cesses was done by hand, and as 
is only to be expected, no two 
reproductions were identically 
the same. Small imperfections 
and differences (known as flaws) 
were created, to be reproduced 
over and over again during the 
build-up of the printing stone, 
and thereafter on the sheets of 
stamps printed from that stone. 
is these lithographic flaws 
that enable stamps printed by 
this process to be plated, and in 
the case of the stamps under re- 
view, of the 25 forming the ma- 
trix stone, the position of no less 
than 23 can be easily identified. 

It has been explained that 
each of the transferring proces- 
ses, being done by hand without 
the aid of precision modern 
equipment, caused slight differ- 
ences to appear in the reproduc- 
tion of copies. There being three 
processes involved in the making 
of the final stone, three sets of 
flaws were created: 

1. PRIMARY: those caused 
when the matrix stone was form- 
ed of 25 copies of the original

These flaws are repeated with 
unfailing regularity throughout 
the finished sheets -of stamps; 
and with the possible exception 
of Nos. 3 and 21 they are all 
prominent and easy to see under 
a low-power glass. The two men- 
tioned do take a little experience 
to identify correctly, but the re- 
mainder are so clear that there 
is very little chance of error. 

Although catalogued by Sas- 
sone at only 30 lire unused, and 
25 lire used, these stamps are 
surprisingly difficult to find in 
good condition in quantity, and 
in pairs and blocks are really 
searce. The probable explanation 
for the latter is that all the sheets 
have long ago been cut up to fill 
cheap packets and mixtures. 

To my mind blocks of these 
stamps have an appeal all their 
own, and my complete post-of- 
fice panes of 50 and other large 
blocks are a constant source of 
pleasure to me. 

Both Sassone 12 and i3 are 
almost always found unused 
without gum, and this is due to 
the fact that the gum used was 
of a special quality and caused 
the sheets to curl very badly 
unless kept under a weight. A 
block with gum will curl into a 
tight roll within minutes of be- 
ing removed from the album 
page. Despite this disadvantage, 
it was most efficient, and these 
stamps are very difficult to re- 
move from their original enve- 
lopes (if one is such a vandal!) 
or from piece—nearly always the 
stamp will be torn or thinned be- 
fore coming off the paper. 

Sassone lists two varieties of 
No. 13. The first, 13D, with no 
break under the “Q”, is the pri- 
mary flaw from position No. 9

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the old Italian States, and I have 
even one very fine pair with two 
strikes of the barred circle can- 
cellation of “Vestone”’, a Lom- 
bardy postmark only normally 
found on the first and second is- 
sue of Austrian Italy. Railway 
ambulant post-office ecancella- 
tions are also to be found, and 
add interest to one’s collecting. 

few re-touches are to be 
found, also the usual creased 
transfer varieties common to all 
lithographed stamps. Occasional- 
ly stamps having part of the de- 
sign doubled may be found. In 
the case of lithographed stamps 
this is due.to the transfer paper 
carrying the impression from one 
stone to another being carelessly 
applied, or shifted once lightly 
applied, and is usuilly known as 
a kiss. 

Shades of color vary from light 
to dark blue, with many inter- 
mediate shades that are not (in 
my experience) possible to date. 
The shade does not, however, 
seem to vary within the same 
sheet, as happens with many of 
the later Italian stamps, 

Similar lists of flaws can’ be 
given to cover the intermediate 
stone, and also the many print- 
ing stones; but I feel that these 
are not necessary in an intro- 
ductory article such as_ this. 
Those readers who’ would like to 
delve more deeply can consult 
the “London Philatelist for Sep- 
tember, October, November and 
December of 1927; or the writer 
will be more than happy to an- 
swer any queries, or identify 
stamps. 

I have attempted to show how 
interesting even «2 common stamp 
may on careful. study, and 
that it is not necessary to have 
a long purse to be able to plate 
early issues—these are no Syd- 
ney Views, Penny Blacks or Vic- 
toria Half-lengths. Truly Italy 
ean offer everything in philately 
to the collector.

Electricity, radio, magnetic 
fields, radioactivity, generation 
of power, photo-electricity, and 
many other fields were long ago 
probed by Italians of great im- 
agination and skill. 
Italy has given us many love- 
ly small memorials to her pio- 
neers in physics — and it is the 
men depicted on these stamps 
who will be discussed here. 








GALILEO GAaALILEI - (1564- 
1642) was a brilliant pioneer in 
physics and astronomy. He dis- 
covered, by experiments with a 
hanging lamp, that a pendant 
object will oscillate at the same 
tempo whether the arc of its 
Swing is great or small, thus pio- 
neering the idea of a pendulum’s 
use. He built the first practical 
astronomical telescope. He ac- 
cepted and proclaimed courage- 
ously the Copernican theory that 





revolve around the sun. 

Forced by the Inquisition in 
Rome to abjure this “heresy”, he 
rose from his knees and made 
(perhaps) the muttered remark 
that has always been associated 
with his name: “Eppur si mu- 
ove.” (Just the same it DOES 
move). Imprisoned for a_ time, 
he was at last allowed to live in 
retirement near Florence, pursu- 
ing his studies. 

Some of his experiments in 
the laws of gravitation took place 
from the Leaning Tdwer of Pisa, 
whose deformity lent itself to 
them. Here he learned that bod- 


same velocity. Memorials to Gal- 
ileo are seen in the Church of 
Santa Croce in Florence and on 
the Monte Pincio in Rome. His 
Philatelic memorials were issued 
by Italy in 1942, being four 
stamps Scott Numbers (419-422). 





LUIGI GALVANI (1737-98) 
was a physicist of Bologna, whose 
name crept into the world’s lan- 
guages as indicating a direct 
electric current.

Volta was given this appoint- 
ment. 
In 1777, and again in 1782, he 
travelled extensivel. through 
Switzerland, France, Germany, 
Holland and England, meeting 
and conferring with most of 
Europe’s scientific scholars. In 
1791 the Royal Society in Eng- 
land awarded him the Copley 
Medal. 
In 1801 Napoleon summoned 
him to Paris, to show his experi- 
ments on contact electricity. The 
French ordered a: medal struck 
in his honor. 
Volta was made .. Senator of 
the Kingdom of Lombardy, and 
in 1815, the Emperor of Austria 
appointed him to be the Director 
of the philosophical faculty at 
Padua. At the age of 74 he re- 
turned to Como and _ settled 
down. Eight years later, he died 
on March 5. 
On a promontory on the edge 
of the lake the Tempio Voltiano 
can be seen. this memorial 
are the actual frogs now skele- 
tons, of course) whose legs re- 
acted so famously to experi- 
ments; for it was Volta who dis- 
covered the true cause of Gal- 
vani’s frogs’ twitchings. 
Also in the building is the or- 
iginal Voltaic pile, made of al- 
ternate layers of silver and lead 
discs. Volta’s first battery is here 
as well; charmingly built of 
green wine glasses which he 
filched from the family cupboard, 
in a wooden seed box which he 
borrowed from a family bird- 
cage. 





On the centenary of his death, 
Italy issued a set of four stamps: 
Scott 188-191. Italy again issued 
stamps honoring Alessandro Vol- 
ta, in 1949. These two stamps 
commemorate the 15th anniver- 
sary of the invention of the Vol- 
3 Pile. These are Scott 526 and 
Another great Italian physicist 
has been sadly neglected in the 
history books of electrical sci- 
ence. The Encyclopedia Brittan- 
ica does not even contain a short 
biography of him. ANTONIO 
PACINOTTI lived much later 
than Volta, and his research was 
carried on with the cooperation 
of other leading European physi- 
cists. 

Pacinotti was born at Pisa,on 
June 17, 1841. His education was 
received at the University of 
Pisa, and he later was a profes- 
sor for two years in this institu- 
tion, 

In 1860 Pacinotti added tre- 
mendously to the. advancement 
of electrical science when he in- 
vented a dynamo with a special 
type of ring armature winding, 
and it is for this innovation that 
he is principally remembered. In 
1864 he went to Bologna, and in 
1873 to the University of Gagli- 
ari. After 1882 he returned to 
Pisa, and it was there that he 
died on March 25, 1912. 

Italy paid him philatelic trib- 
ute with the two stamps of 1934, 
honoring the 75th anniversary of 
his invention of the dynamo. 
Fag stamps are Scott 322 and 


later taught physics there. In 
1880 he was opened professor 
of physics at P. o University, 
and in 1889 he was given the 
same post in Bologna (which he 
retained until his death on June 
8. 1920). 

Righi conducted numerous re- 
searches in electricity, magne- 
tism and light. He discovered the 
variation in resistance of bis- 
muth in a magnetic field, and ap- 
plied this to the measurement of 
magnetic fields. He also discov- 
ered the variation in the rota- 
tion of the plane of polarization, 
with the wave length of the 
light. 

Righi observed the discharge of 
negative electricity from a zinc 
plate when illuminated by ultra 
violet light. This led him to do 
research on photo-electricity. He 
worked with _ electromagnetic 
waves and designed a Hertzian 
oscillator which is today known 
by his name. : 

He made many experiments 
and wrote on changes of wave 
length, change of size of insu- 
lators under electric stress, and 
on the phenomenon of radio-ac- 
tivity. In 1950. Italy issued the 
20 lire stamp-commemorating the 
Centenary of Righi’s birth (Scott 
548). : 

The work of these Italian phy- 
sicists cleared the way for tre- 
mendous advancements to fol- 
low, among which we must men- 
tion the work of Marconi. And 
certainly we must pay our un- 
dying thanks to another Italian 
physicist, Enrico “ermi, who 
came to America and guided the 
Chicago research that brought 
about the first atomic chain re- 
action. 

The world is only today be- 
ginning to be aware of the mar- 
velous things which atomic sci- 
ence.is to bring to us. May we 
all live long enough to enjoy the 
real fruits of Fermi’s life-long 
labors.

HOUSING PLATE BLOCKS 
-~MOUNTING— 


Several conditions must be 
reconciled when you are mount- 
ing matched plate blocks in an 
album. If fou will adopt: the 
most common and popular size, 
which has a page 842” x 11”, then 
you are definitely limited to the 
number you can mount on a 
single page, and that is four. I 
say that- with reservation for that 
applies only when you expose 
each in full. 

If you mount only four plate 
blocks on a page, then you have 
lots of room to space them apart. 
If you are a collector of all num- 
bers and positions and try to 
minimize the numberof pages for 
each stamp, then you may want 
to mount eight to’ the page, or 
two numbers, each- in -all- four 
positions. Then you will find that 
eight can not be mounted com- 
pletely exposed on a page 84%” x 
11”, for the most common plate 
block (50 stamps to a pane size) 
algae approximately 2%” x 


A. lot .of collectors resort to 
overlapping one plate block over 
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the other, in various ways, and 
thus create the space necessary to 
mount eight matched on one page. 
While this may please and look 
well in the eyes of different col- 
lectors, one personal objection I 
have to it is that in the course 
of time you will have bulging 
ts in the. center of the album 
while on the ends it will be hol- 
low and much thinner. But much 


and be displeasing to others. 

In regard to albums, which by 
themselves are considered_an im- 
portant part in your collection, 
very many collectors justly feel 
that they can’t put in too much 
effort and energy to make them 
beautiful, attractive and, above 
all, worthy of the contents they 
will have and hold. 

Certain individuals, who get 
pleasure out of that “do it your- 
self” following, and who have the 
confidence that the job will look 
-neat and trim, will buy the neces- 
sary pages, or covers, and will 
also have in mind the reserve 
pages they will need a year or 
so later. They can then make 
their album to fit the dimensions 
necessary to mount any arrange- 
ment of plate ‘blocks per page, 
be it eight to the page, or more 
if they like them that way. 

Of course the other way of do- 
ing it would be ordering a cus- 
tom made job. Few are the al- 
bums that are larger than the 
standard 9” x 12” binder. Not so 
long ago one collector brought 
in ‘a large album, where he was 
able to mount 12 or 16 plate 
blocks to the page. The manner 
and method was both simple and 
beautiful. @ » 

You are not through with your 
planning of mounting if you take 
into consideration only plate 
blocks of the large size, which 
are usually in a horizontal design. 
There are differences of opinion 
of what to do, and how to mount, 
where the same size stamp is 
issued in a vertical design, like 
Iwo Jima, Gold Star Mothers, 
Mount Rushmore, and the like. 
Then you have the Famous 
American size, ‘where the design 
is vertical, or like the Ohio 
stamp, which is also a 70 stamps 
to a sheet plate block and where 
the format is horizontal. Finally 
you have the small stamps, 100 
to a sheet; where the picture is 
either horizontal or vertical.
